Club members first met at each 
others homes, then in 1907 club- 
rooms were rented over the main 
floor of the Commercial National 
Bank (just opposite the present 
Crocker National Bank), Meet- 
ings were held there until 1918, 
The women then held meetings in 
the basement of the Public Li- 
brary, then in the YMCA build- 
ing, and finally in the dining 
room at the Upland Inn, In 1926 
the Upland Women’s Club got a 
permanent home, A Clubhouse 
was built on North Second Ave- 
nue, Building cost was $17,125 
plus the cost of furnishings, 
which brought the total cost to 
$20,245, The club had just $8,- 
852 on hand, so went into debt 
for $11,392.78, The mortgage 
was finally paid off in 1947, 

The initial purpose of the Up- 
land Woman’s Club was to edu- 
cate and give cultural advance to 
women, In later years, italso be- 
came a service club, Af first, 
each member wrote a paper tobe 
read at a meeting. 

It was fashionable for women 
of this period to be retiring, so 
many members preferred to pay a 
fine rather than stand before the 
group and read aloud, However, 
soon regular programs were 


given, These drew speakers from 
Chaffey Union High School, Chaf- 
fey Junior College, and music 
from local talent and visiting mu- 
sitians, Paid programs were in- 
itiated in 1927. 

The club has always served the 
community, Its first gift was a 
$30 presentation to the library 
fund. Then money was collected 
to build a bandstand in the city 
park, Over the years, the Wo- 
man’s Club has supported; Girl 
Scouts, Boy Scouts, Little League, 
American Field Service, iInter- 
national Glubot Chaffey College, 
City of Hope Hospital, Red Cross,

If you're not up to ft 
physically, better forget 
about that longer hike un- 
til you improve your con- 
dition, Limber up dally 
with several 15-minute 


walks at a fast pace, See 
that elevator? Reject it 
and climb stairs instead, 
Also run short distances, 
Good physical condition 
could mean your survival, 

At home, study maps, 
preferably topographical 
maps. These will fami-

One of the first things 
you notice about Cuca- 
monga is the wineries 
and vineyards, The 
crumbling Virginia Dare 
Winery on Foothill in Cu- 
camonga has attracted 
several movie compan- 
fea, The winery was only 
45 years old when fire 
swept through ita build- 


ings, 
Though it looks much 
older, the Thomas Vine-~- 


yards today is 133 years 
old, Much of the interior 
and exterior of the winery 
haa been rebuilt, The 
complex was nearly dea- 
troyed during 1969 floods, 
but much of the adobe 
foundation and all the or- 
iginal roofing 1a intact, 
Five feet of water rushed 
through the winery toss- 
ing 8,000 casea of wine in~ 
to the mud and debris, The 
walis began to disinte- 
grate, The roof startedto 
cave in, Thousands of 
wine bottles were scat- 
tered throughout the area, 


Packages of cheese were 
found on the Ontario Air- 
port and wine kegs floated 
down the fl control 
channefa to Prado Dam, 
12 miles away, The win- 
ery waan’t the only flood 
victim, 

The home of Don Tibur~- 
cio Tapia, the winery’s 
original owner, was un- 
salvagable, The paper 
thin roof and adobe foun- 
dation gave way in the 
flooda, 

Several of the various 
owners are believed to 
have died through trag- 
edy, It i# rumored that 
Tapia died from poison, 
Another owner was be- 
lieved to have been am- 
bushed and shot, The 
most recent owner com- 
mitted suicide, 

A rumor linked to the 
winery ia that a treasure 
ia buried close by, Sup- 
posedly Tapia buried 
$200,000 under an old ap~
